G ain esville (Tex.), June 28th.—The In­ 
dian police, aided by Deputv United States 
Marshals in theChickasaw Nation, are raid­ 
ing the country, disarming every man 
found carrying a pistol. 
Puree’ll was 
raided yesterday, and the searchers were 
rewarded with a wagon-load of revolvers. 
Persons were searched yesterday on the 
Senta Fe train bound for Kansas City 
while passing through Chickasaw. 
It is believed from the preparations that 
the threatened war is likelv to break out 
any day between the Chickasaw militia 
and non-ciiizens on account of the refusal 
to pay stock-tax by the latter. One hun­ 
dred and sixty armed men are stationed at 
Ardmnr, Indian Territory, on the Santa Fe, 
who will this week begin to collect the tax 
from the armed resisttrs, who number sev­ 
eral hundred. The tax is $1 per head per 
month, which in a year will amount to 
more than the value of the stock. The 
non-citizens say this means bankruptcy, 
and they will fight it to the bitter end.

T h e A b su rd ity of L egislating A gainst 
M ongolian N atu ralizatio n . 
O m ah a, June 28th.— Attorney-General 
Leese delivered an opinion yesterday at 
Lincoln in the case of Joe W ing Fong, a 
Chinaman wtio was refused naturalization 
papers by tiie District Court of Dodge 
county. T he case was submitted to Attor­ 
ney-General Leese for an opinion, and he 
decides that a Chinamau cannot become a 
citizen under the United States statute 
which restricts the privilege of naturaliza­ 
tion to “ aliens being free white persons 
and to aliens of African nativity or African 
descent.”

PROSPECT OF A BLOODY WAR

N ovel Scenes at a P rohibition E lection in 
M issouri. 
K ansas Cit y . June 28th.—After the most 
exciting loeal-option fight ever known in 
Missouri, the Prohibitionists of Independ­ 
ence, the county seat of this county, and 
the oldest town in Missouri, won a great 
victory yesterday, carrying the town elec­ 
tion by over 2 0Ó majority, and ending the 
sale of liquor for four year3. Women were 
everywhere—at the lunch-stands, at the 
polls and on the street corners—wearing 
silk badges and with “dry” ballots in their 
hands. Girls stood at the polls, and at 
every voting place was a banner on which 
was inscribed : “Temperance Beaus, or no 
Beaus at All." Free dinners were served 
at the polling places. 
HUNDRED3 OF CHILDREN CARRIED BANNERS 
Through the streets and about voting pre­ 
cincts. Some of these were inscribed: 
“Sow Whiskey Ballots, and Reap Drunken 
Boys.” 
‘ 
“Young Men, Keep Your Records Clean 
—J. B Gough.” 
“ Rum, Revenue and Rags.” 
“ Rum Ruins the Reason.” 
“ Vote as You Pray.” 
“ For God, Home and Your Native 
Land.” 
The legend, “ We Can’t Vote, But We 
Can Suffer,” was carried by the women in 
the parade yesterday, and to-day occupied a 
prominent place at each ward precinct. 
" We Have Shaken the Hayseeds From 
Our Heads, and Mean to Vote Her Dry,” 
was on the standard at the headquarters of 
the country voters in the Court-yard, and it 
caused much amusement. 
Many of the best people of the town were 
interested it. the contest. The Mormon 
Church, which ha9 100 voters, voted almost 
unanimously in favor of Prohibition. The 
temperance people had a large celebration 
at night. 
SOUND SENSE. 


T he D em ocrats Ila«l B e tte r Q uit U nder­ 
ra tin g th e R epublican T icket. 
W ash in g to n , June 28th.—An editorial 
in the New York Sun has had the effect of 
sobering enthusiastic Democrats here. The 
Sun points out that Blaine and Logan 
carried States which yielded them 182 
electoral votes in 1884. It also calls atten­ 
tion to the fact that the Democrats lost 
Indiana in 188G by 3 324 votes, and that the 
fifteen votes of Indiana added to the votes 
of States carried by Blaine and Logan 
would leave Harrison and Morton within 
four votes of the number required to elect. 
It also calls attention to the fact that the vote 
in Connecticut has always been remarkably 
close, and that the Prohibition vote there, 
which was more that the Democratic major­ 
ity in 1884, is likely to fall back into the 
Republican column, and that State on 
the tariff issue is quite likely to go Republi­ 
can.The Sun concludes its editorial in these 
words: It will not do for the Democrats to 
underrate the political importance of the 
Harrison and Morton ticket while the nom­ 
ination makes Indiana and Connecticut 
from this time on the veritable battle­ 
ground. New York is not withdrawn from 
the question, for while it is absolutely in­ 
dispensable to the success of Cleveland 
and Thurman, its loss would by no means 
deprive the Republicans of their chances 
or render the fight hopeless for them. 
They won the election of 18CS without 
New York, and they might be able to do it 
again. Underlying all tliis is the fact that 
General Hsrrison. like General Garfield, is 
an Ohio man, a native of the Buckeye 
State, and that Morton, like Arthur, the 
Presidential nominee of the ticket, is a 
New Yorker. 
Indeed, the Republican ticket of 1888 
lias many points of resemblance to the Re­ 
publican ticket o fl SSO, and as all Democrats 
will remember the latter event, about the 
best thing the Democrats of the doubtful 
States can do now is to cease contemplat­ 
ing the weakness of the ticket which their 
opponents have put up and to develop 
what strength and stability appertains to 
their own.

W a s h in g t o n , June 28th.—A caucus of 
Democratic Senators was held this morn­ 
ing to consider and lake action upon the 
order of business. The importance of pass­ 
ing the appropriation bills by the beginning 
of the next fiscal year, in order that the 
necessity for the adoption of resolutions to 
temporarily extend the appropriations may 
be avoided, was considered. The Commit­ 
tee on Order of Business was directed to 
confer with a similar committee of Repub­ 
licans with a view to affecting an arrange­ 
ment that immediately after the passage of 
the river aud harbor bill all other pending 
business shall be postponed until the pas­ 
sage ot tbe appropriation bill.

T he Senate. 
W ashington, June 28th.—In the Senate 
to-day the further consideration of the 
fisheries treaty and of Moigan’s resolution 
thereupon was postponed till Monday next. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the river and harbor appropriation bill, 
the pending question being the amendment 
appropriating $10,000 for the Yadkin river 
in North Carolina. The amendment was 
agreed to—37 to 8. Several other amend­ 
ments have been agreed to. 
An important amendment as to tbe im ­ 
provement ot the Muskingum river in 
Ohio gave Edmunds an opportunity to state 
that he had given up following the bill in 
detail. After the vote on Yadkin rivtr, 
North Carolina, he had given up the idea 
of persuading a majority of the Senate— 
doubtless wiser and more patriotic men 
than himself—that any item could be re­ 
jected that was supported earnestly by a 
Senator lrorn that lo* ality. His respect for 
the Senate was such that he did not want 
to strive against manifest destiny, aud 
against the judgment of his fellows. It 
was useless, and perhaps unjust, for any 
one Senator to resist the majority of the 
Senate in regard to a bill which contained 
so latge a percentage of things which ought 
not to be done. 
Afier disposing of 57 out oi 94 pages of 
the bill, it was laid aside. 
The conference report on the diplomatic 
and consular bill was presented by Hale, 
and agreed to. 
Hale said the only point on which there 
was a failure to agree was the amendment 
reported from the Committee on Foreiga 
Relations and adopted by the Senate, for a 
scientific Commission to the Upper Cccsgo 
Basin. To that the House con 1 erees w ee 
very strongly opposed. 
Senators Sherman, Morgan ami Ed­ 
munds made full statements to show the 
great importance cf the proposition. Mor 
gan suggesting the grand opportunity 
which the Up.per Congo region offered for 
the African population 
0 4 the United 
States, and Edmunds rem.arking that under 
the policy qf (hq House the United States 


was standing dumb and idle, while its 
great commercial rivals were obtaining the 
control of all the markets of the world. 
On motion of Frye the Senate still 
further insistetl upon the amendment. 
A joint resolution extending for thirty 
days the appropriations fur the current fis­ 
cal year, where the regular appropriation 
bills may not have passed before the 30th 
of June, was presented and referred to the 
Committee on Appropriations. 
The Senate then took up the army ap­ 
propriation bill. One important amend­ 
ment reported by the committee was the 
insertion of an item appropriating $630,000 
for cannon and carriages, projrctiles and 
experiments in means of protecting torpedo 
lines, etc., alt materials to be of American 
manufacture. 
The amendment was agreed to, with a:i 
amendment adding after tlie word "pro­ 
jectiles” the words “ and increased faulti­ 
n'es for their manufacture.” 
Hawley offered an amendment to insert 
an additional section appropriating $750.­ 
0 0 0 for an army gun factory at Watervleit 
A rsenal, West Troy. N. Y.. $5,000.000 for 
the p‘Urchase of steel for high-power guns 
of 8, 10 and 12 inch calibre; $500,000 for 
the p,urchase of submarine mine, cable- 
gallerit s and appliances to operate sub­ 
m arine mines, and $1 0 0 ,0 0 0 for the pui- 
cbaeeot submarine controllable torpedoes 
and torp edo-boats. 
A point of order was made against the 
amemlrni r.t by Gorham that it was not 
germane -or relevant, but the point was 
overruled. 
W ithout action on the bill or amend­ 
ments the Senate adjourned. 
T he H ouse. 
W ash in g to n, June 28th.— During the 
debate on the tariff bill to-day Mills said: 
"The platform of the Republican pariv 
says it is in favor of the repeal of the in­ 
ternal taxes. It says it is in favor of tak­ 
ing the tax off alcohol used in tht-arts, and 
that is aot enough. It is in favor of taking 
off all internal taxes. That is wLgt is un­ 
derstood by the country as being in favor 
of free whisky.” 
Mills further said it was well known that 
the majority of the Republican party was 
opposed to the extreme position whigh the 
Republicans had taken at Chicago. Had 
the Republican parly taken the position 
before the American people in favor of 
keeping up the taxes on the necessities of 
life and demanding that the Treasury 
should be emptied by taking the tax off 
whisky, no amount of disclaiming would 
convince the people that that party, if in 
power, would not take the tax off whisky 
and leave it on every article of necessity. 
Kelley of Pennsylvania said he advocated 
the repeal of the war taxes, which Jeffer­ 
son had denounced as au infernal system. 
He had demanded that tne Democracy 
should walk in thejsteps of the forefather 
of that parly, and should maintain its 
holiest precedence by removing the super­ 
vision of the National Government from 
the fields, the factories and orchards of the 
South. He bad demanded that the Demo­ 
crats carry out their platform of 1884, 
which promised an abolition of internal 
taxes. The gentleman from Texas could 
not deny that it was the Democratic prom­ 
ise in 1884 to the tobacco-growers, fruit­ 
growers and distillers of the South, that 
they should be relieved from national sur­ 
veillance and supervision. He had asked 
that this great source of revenue be re­ 
mitted to the people of the States, and un­ 
der the State law to tbe municipalities of 
the State, and those of the Government, 
which bear the burden of crime, vice and 
insanity, should have whatever revenue 
might be justly derived therefrom. 
Reed ot Maine thought the gentleman 
from Texas did not mean to be believed 
when he said the Republican party was for 
free whisky, because the gentleman knew 
there would not be enough Democrats left 
to make up the Electoral ticket in half the 
States of the Union if they had confidence 
in his statement. [Laughter.] The gen­ 
tleman, if he had taken the trouble to read 
the Chicago platform, knew bis sentiment 
was one of those asservations which might 
be worthy of the dignity of the stump, but 
not of the position of Chairman of the 
Committee on Ways and Means of the 
House ot Representatives. The position 
of the Republican party on this subject 
was too simple to be turned in this way ; 
but if the Democratic party should ever 
commence a campaign without false state­ 
ments, its own friends would not know it. 
If the gentleman from Texas meant to say 
he would hang on to the whisky monopoly 
and give it protection, let him say so, and 
let him say so openly and manfully, and 
not get bebiud miscellaneous sentences 
which meant nothing. 
Weaver of Iowa criticised the internal 
revenue plank of the Chicago platform, and 
declared the issue could not be shirked, and 
there could be no shuffling. 
“ I uiu a Democrat,’’ interrupted Wise of 
Virginia, “ and I am in favor of the repeal 
of the tobacco tax.” [Applause on the Re­ 
publican side.] 
Weaver-—“ This bill provides for a redac­ 
tion of that tax, but I say to tbe gentleman 
from Virginia that his situation in favor of 
tiie repeal of internal revenue taxes is not 
the position of this bill.” 
Wise—“ My position is the position of 
the National Democratic pariy iu 1884. and 
the platform of 1888 indorses’the platform 
of 18S4.” 
After further discussion the committee 
rose, and on motion of Randall of Penn­ 
sylvania a joint resolution was passed, ex­ 
tending for three days from June 30th the 
provisions of the existing appropriation 
laws, in case the appropriation bills are not 
passed before the end of tbe fiscal year. 
Recurring again to tne text of the tariff 
bill. Mills presented the committee amend­ 
ments placing on the freelist German look­ 
ing glasses, blown or silvered, and striking 
out 
plums and prunes, which were 
adopted. 
Buchanan of New Jersey moved to strike 
out chicory root, acorns and dandelion root. 
The motion was adopted, as was the one 
made by Vanoever of California to strike 
out cocoa, and another presented by Mc­ 
Kenna of California to strike out figs. 
Bvnum of Indiana, from the Comniitiee 
on Ways and Means, moved to strike out 
, pulp, for paper-makers' use. Adopted. 
Farquharof New York offered an amend­ 
ment striking out books and pamphlets 
printed in other languages than English. 
' ,ost. 
Buchanan moved to add the wordi “ not 
edible” to the clause placing bulbs and 
bulbous roots, not medicinal, on the free 
list. Lost. 
Committee amendments were agreed to 
striking from the tree list hatters’ furs, 
not on the skin, and linseed or flaxseed, 
and marble of all kinds in block, rough or 
Squared, was stricken from the free list. 
On motion of Milts, an amendment was 
agreed to siriking from the free list plaster 
ot paris, when ground or calcined. 
The committee then rose. 
Belmont of New York called up the con­ 
ference report on the consulate and diplo­ 
matic bill, and it was agreed to. It reports 
concurrence on all amendments except that 
appropriating $25-,000 for a Commissioner to 
explore the Congo basin. 
The House then adjourned.

N ew Y or k, June 2.3th —An enthusiastic 
and largely-attended mass meeting was 
held to-night under the auspices of the 
Young Demooracy in tbe Academy of 
Music and Wilson Hall to ratify the nomi­ 
nation of Cleveland and Thurman. The 
halls were beautifully decorated, and every 
seat was filled. 
The most prominent 
among the decorations were the colors ot 
Ireland and Germany. Shortly after 8 
o’clock the appearance’ of Speaker Carlisle 
and Governor Hill on the platform, escorted 
by D. Willis James, ex-Mavor Cooperand 
Senators McPhael and C. Murphy, was the 
signal for an outburst of applause and the 
waving of bandanas. 
Tbe first address was by James, and it 
was enthusiastically received. 
A number of letters of regret were read 
from gentlemen who had been invited to 
be present. Among them was one from 
M ajor Hewitt. The announcement of his 
name was received with mingled cheers 
and hisses, both continuing for some time.

The 
right so to use the power of Executive 
disapproval as to change the ordinary 
method of legislative action by a majority 
vote upon proper subjects of lecislution, 
merely because the Executive differs from 
Congress upon the sufficiency of proof or 
the expediency of the relief, does not, in 
the opinion of our committee, exist. Such 
misconception of the extent of the Execu­ 
tive power, making it limitless, is fraught 
with danger to the independence of Con­ 
gress, and to its constitutional powers, and 
it clearly implies that a factious or nsurp- 
ing President who purposes to subordinate 
this will to that department to which the 
situation has confided the priucipal powers 
of government, can rightfully do this and 
prevent the will of the people from taking 
statutory form, except by a two-tbirds vote

It is, of coure, impossi­ 
ble for the President to examine the ma 33 
of documentary evidence upon which each 
case depends, and which is invariably 
signed by the committee, arrd it follows 
that, when he disagrees with Congress 
upon questions of fact, in these cases his 
judgment must be baaed—not upon the re­ 
ports of the committees, in which tne facts 
are always stated with sufficient fullness— 
but upou the lewort of some subordinate 
in the Burean of Pensions This Bureau, 
whose acti- q Congress has reversed, is thus 
enabled to review the action of Coum-ees 
by the express direction of the President.

BLAINE VEBSÜS HIS FRIENDS. 
We would be eorry for the use made of 
.Mr. Blaine’s name at Chicago were it not 
for the splendid opportunity it afforded him 
to vindicate himself as a man of honor. 
There is a persistence in matters of this 
kind which, when carried too far, be­ 
comes indecent, and we are disposed 
to think that the persistency of the 
self-constituted 
Blaine delegation be­ 
longs to that category. Every man has 
a right to determine the use that shall be 
made of his name. liis name is his per­ 
sonal property. Blaine’s name was Used, 
not so much to nominate him as to 
defeat other candidates, and the man­ 
ner of its use lacked dignity; 
nor 
was it calculated to produce harmonious 
feeling in the ranks of the party, and no 
greater misfortune car. befall a social or 
political organization thkn To hare its 
management pass under the control of 
men who are not large-minded enough 
to combine the following. The whole 
course of Steve 
Elkins, with refer­ 
ence to Blaine, endangered the harmony 
of the party. It was unwise, and has re­ 
sulted just as it deserved to result—in ig­ 
nominious and disgraceful failure. How­ 
ever, let it be understood that Mr. Blaine 
lias covered himself with glory. He wrote 
a letter declining the nomination. It was 
inconceivable to small minds, who think 
successful politics means the practice of low 
cunning, that he could be sincere. They 
therefore continued to use his name. They 
could not imagine a higher quality in Mr. 
Blaine than they themselves possessed. 
Learning of this, the greatest living 
American wrote a letter from Paris callin 'O 
attention of his misguided friends to the 
fact that their conduct was placing a dis­ 
honorable interpretation upon his letter. 
Even then it was impossible (or men of the 
Steve Elkins breed to understand the sin­ 
cerity of a great mind. On the low, 
marshy levels of saloon politics, and in the 
basement of I toss rule there is no concep­ 
tion of high-minded sincerity. 
These 
men found nothing in their own minds at 
all in consonance with anything like a can­ 
did relinquishment of all claims to a Presi­ 
dential nomination. It was utterly incon­ 
ceivable to them. They therefore pro­ 
ceeded at once on the theory that Blaine 
was a trickster, that his letters were shams, 
that he was a wily hypocrite, and would 
take the nomination if it was tendered to 
him. To the eternal honor of James CL 
Blaine he it said they were mistaken. For 
once in American politics a man has had 
the honor to decline the Presidential nom­ 
ination. For once, at least, a man has 
been found who did not desire to be the 
candidate of any party for President, who 
frankly disavowed his candidacy, and who 
actually and really meant all Ills disa' 
vowal implied. 
That Steve Elkins at Chicago, who 
m ule so much noise over his name, and 
lairrowed something of his great distinc­ 
tion to give himself prominence did not 
perceive this, is not at all to his credit. 
No lietter definition of the difference be­ 
tween the politician and the statesman 
could be found, than to say that the Blame 
of Steve Elkins’ conception is a politician ; 
the James G. Blaine, who wrote a letter 
of declination, and meant it, is a states-

neither candid nor sincere. When Horace 
Davis declared that Mr. Estee was a 
Simon-pure anti-monopolist, he indulged 
in flapdoodle unbecoming the President of 
the State University. Mr. Estee is not an 
anti-monopolist. He is as much a monop- ¡ 
oilst as any man living in California. He 
is just as willing to share the profit of a 
monopolized enterprise as any man we 
know of. He is not an anti-railroad man, 
and in our opinion never was. He is. 
however, a good citizen, and an enterpris­ 
ing, hard-working, pains-taking lawyer and 
vine-grower. 
He thoroughly loves his 
State, and we admire and respect him. He 
has not in the past been a good partisan, 
and judging by the past, he is not now. 
He belongs distinctively to the class of 
people who are thoroughly good when 
they have their own way. We have no 
fault to find with Mr. Bitee’s past, present 
or future, hut we do sincerely deprecate 
the meaningless talk which Mr. Davis in­ 
dulged in when placing him ¡u nomination, 
and all the more because we know it was 
not sincere, since neither Mr. Davis nor 
Mr. Estee is an anti-monopolist. They 
are each and both in favor of covering in 
their private treasuries all that is in sight. 
They each and both deserve to he rebuked 
when they indulge in insincere flapdoodle 
and false pretense. 
We are extremely proud of the manner 
in which Mr. Estee presided over the Na­ 
tional Convention. 
It was a distinct 
honor, and we are happy that it was con­ 
ferred upon a Californian. It could not 
have been more worthily bestowed. Thus 
far California's delegation achieved dis­ 
tinction ; hut beyond this,^ve are forced to 
regard their adherence to Blaine as a very 
serious mistake. 
The Examiner, of Han Francisco, which 
has no conception of decency or fairness 
where it lias an end to accomplish, in­ 
dulges in this mean and contemptible fling: 
The latest and neatest thing in Republican 
campaign emblems is in the form of a iriaDgle 
of yellow silk, bearing a black dragon and 
the Inscription : " llallisou, the Fiend of Meli- 
cau Labo’.” 
Of course it means thereby to intimate 
that General Harrison is in favor of Chi­ 
nese as opposed to American lahorers. 
This intimation the Examiner knows is 
false from inception to the last infamous 
breathing of the libel. But if it can in­ 
fluence a solitary vote by iteration of the 
falsehood concerning General Harrison, it 
will keep up the “ howl.” It is consistent 
with its style and in keeping with its 
whole course of detraction and misrepre­ 
sentation. It comports with the concocted 
telegrams it pretends to receive from re­ 
mote points of Chinese celebrating Gen­ 
eral Harrison’s nomination. This sort of 
political tactics will not avail it. The 
Democracy is welcome to all the capital it 
can make out of such efforts. The people 
will not he deluded by such transparent 
devices. The American workingman will 
not permit the tariff pla s of the Cleve­ 
land following to mask behind such a [ire- 
tense. 
Tiie St. Louis Globe-Democral says; 
The campaign this year can hardly have such 
a depressing effect on business as was’ occasioned 
in some of the recent Presidential cauvasscs. 
Goueral trade has, for the past two or three 
years, been conducted m a safer and more con­ 
servative manner than it was in the past. As a 
consequence, it is lesseasilv affected injuriously 
than it was in former years. P< riods ol credit 
are shorter than they used to be, and the finan­ 
cial standing of debtors is looked after more 
critically than was the case in the past There 
is but little speculation now compared with 
some other years, and none at all of the wild 
and extravagant sort. Business is. in fact, eon- 
du ted at present on a “ rock-bottom" basis. 
Add to these facts this other and most 
potent one, that the campaign is to be a 
decent, a clean and anti-smut contest, and 
we have every reason to believe we will 
pass through our “ peaceful revolution ” 
without any disturbance of trade or any 
shock to the financial or industrial affairs 
of the country. Business confidence will 
he preserved, and there will be no assaults 
that will affect public credit, or tend to 
render timid any legitimate enterprises. 
The tariff question alone will influence 
trade and manufacture. But that would 
bean influence of as great potency whether 
or not a Presidential contest was to he 
fjught out in 1888. 


I t is very gratifying to know that the 
California fruit auction plan, recently in­ 
augurated in Chicago, has proved so suc­ 
cessful. The more quickly our fruits are 
disposed of on arrival at the East the 
wider will be their distribution and the 
greater their consumption, for it insures 
their better condition, and to the consum­ 
ers better opportunities to select. The 
auction system has thus far proved to he a 
benefit to both producer and consumer. It 
insures quick sales, speedy returns and the 
placing of the various grades of fruit ac­ 
cording to the demands of dificring tastes 
and capacities of purchasers. The result 
of the experiments in Chicago and New 
Y'ork, under the auction system, must 
prove greatly stimulative of horticultural 
interests iu California, and that in turn 
will operate to the general benefit of all 
industry and trade on this coast. 
W e repeat the suggestion that every 
frieud of the State Agricultural Society 
residing in Sacramento, should write a 
personal letter to some friend in the in­ 
terior, urging him to actively use his 
influence in his neighborhood in favor 
of county exhibits at the State Fair. A 
little effort on the part of our own people 
in this way will exercise a potent influence 
in the interior, and materially aid the ex­ 
ertion being made to secure at the State 
Fair the largest and i>est county exhibit 
department yet brought together. 


T h e r e is nothing in the sjieech of the 
new German Emperor to warrant the be­ 
lief that he desires a continuation of 
peaceful conditions iu Europe.

NATURAL GAS AT STOCKTON. 
AVliat the “ In d ep en d en t” H as to Say 
Upon the Subject. 
A very successful test of natural gas for 
its illuminating qualities was made on 
Wednesday evening at the Crown Mills in 
this city. Thirty-six powerful lights were 
burned, and the result was most encourag­ 
ing, the light being superior to that pro­ 
duced by manufactured gas. 
Manager 
Welch promises to invite business men of 
Stockton to visit his mills some evening in 
the early part of next week, when they can 
have an opportunity to see the lighting 
quality of Stockton natural gas. 
The gas bills for lighting the Crown 
Mills have heretofore averaged $100 a 
month, but from this time hence there will 
be no expense for illumination. The well 
cost the company about $2,500, aud with 
the lamps used and the work of introduc­ 
ing the natural gas, the total cost to the 
milling company for an ample supply of 
gas will not exceed $3,000. Without taking 
into account the question of interest on the 
money invested, tiie milling company will 
save the cost of their well in two and u 
half years, and will then have a gas sup­ 
ply lo last, perhaps, forever. 
Tiie old Court house well furnishes proof 
of the performance of the natural gas sip- 
ply in this city. The well was bored in 
1858 to a depth of 1,000 feet. Artesian 
water was struck first at 570 feet; another 
flow was tapped at 913 feet, and the water 
carrying gas was found at the lowest depth, 
1.000 feet. Much of the casting has been 
rusted through, but the gas from the well 
can be lighted to-day where the water is 
collected at a distance of more than 400 feet 
from the well. 
The Haas well, just west of Moore & 
Smith’s lumber yard, near the north bank 
of Mormon channel, is the largest and best 
natural gas well on the Pacific coast. The 
flow, as measured some months ago, was 
90.000 feet every twenty-four hours. One of 
the owners of the well savs the pressure 
has been increasing and now the company 
feel justified iu making further expendi­ 
tures. 
On Monday next the work of laying gas 
mains from the well will be commenced, 
with a view of supplying business houses 
with illuminating gas. The first main will 
be laid from the « ell to Center street and 
thence north to Main street. The further 
route has not yet been laid out. 
It is the intention of the compauv to 
bore, another aud a larger well near the 
famous Haas well. Work on the new well 
will be commenced at an early date, anil 
will be rushed night and day.' The own­ 
ers know where to commence and just 
how deep to bore to strike the strata tapped 
by the old boring, and thev feel confident 
that they will increase the fiow several 
hundred thousand feet daily. 
“ We mean business,” said one of the 
owners of the Haas well yesterday, “and I 
will put my money in on a certainty of 
making a proiitable’investment. We know 
now what the gas is and where it is to be 
found. I will make a safe prediction in 
saying that within five years the people of 
Stockton will use natural gas for fuel in 
their homes, and that residences and busi­ 
ness houses will be lighted bv that means. 
In addition to these uses, there will be a 
large supply of gas for fuel for the manu­ 
facturing establishments. — Stockton Inde­ 
pendent. 


The Australian Scale Destroyers. 
Professor C. V. Riley Las written a letter 
to D. W. Coquillett, of Los Angeles, con­ 
cerning the search in Australia for the par­ 
asites which are thought to be instrumental 
in holding in check the cottony cushion 
scale. The following is an extract from 
Professor Riley’s letter: 
“It strikes me that there is not theslight- 
est occasion for hurry in ibis matter, as the 
proper time to start will not be before the 
1st of September at the earliest. I think 
that there is no doubt that the Commis­ 
sioner will be iu such position as to author­ 
ize the sending <¡f a Government agent, 
whose expenses will be paid either hv the 
Department of State or by this department. 
Moreover, there is still some chance for á 
special clause authorizing this department 
to send an agent on this special trip At 
all events, as our appropriation bill has 
passed the House, I feel that I have power, 
and probably means, lo do something, arui 
shall decide early in July. The probabili­ 
ties are that I shall send either yourself or 
Koehele, and perhaps foliow mvself a little 
later.” 
We are glad that there is a ebance of 
Professor Rilev's taking a personal share 
in this investigation, and it seems to us 
that it would be a fitting thing if our Gov- 
erntnent entomologists could have oppor­ 
tunity to observe the Australian fauna in 
its habitat. He has accomplished very 
much by bis visits to Europe, and should 
have the fullest opportunities for observa­ 
tion elsewhere. 
Concerning the proper time for the work 
of the Australian mission. Professor Riley 
writes: 
"The Australian spring corresponds with 
our fall, and the proper time to study the 
parasites in their active life will be our late 
tall or winter months. I do not mean by 
this that it will be the best time to ship 
them to California, because the probabili­ 
ties are that the best time for that will be 
the season corresponding to our spring, in 
which event I shonld be in favor of ar­ 
ranging with some local agent there, or, 
perhaps, leaving one of the party there 
until spring.” 
Professor Riley naturally takes a deep in­ 
terest in this matter, as it was at his request 
that the parasites were sent to Mr. Klee 
and Mr. Coquillett. He welcomes, how­ 
ever, the fullest co-operation of California 
fruit-growers, and would be glad to have 
Mr. Craw participate in the enterprise, as 
has been suggested. The whole enterprise 
has a promising look, and we trust noth­ 
ing may occur to prevent its advancement 
— Pacific Rural Press.

RELIEF TO FARMERS. 
The G overnm ent Assum es the Task of 
Prosecuting Hydraullckers. 
[Copyright, 1888, by tiie California Associated Pros.) 
Marysville, June 28th.—Marysville is 
rejoicing this evening over an important 
new d-parture in anti-debris litigation. The 
long-continued and systematic violations of 
the anti-debris injunctions by the hydraulic 
miners, particularly in Nevada county, 
have entailed upon the Anti-Debris Asso­ 
ciation, and the counties of Y’uba and Sut­ 
ter. great expense in maintaining a system 
of watchfulness in the mountains, aiid the 
prosecution of proceedings for contempt of 
Court. Hitherto, with the exception of a 
few suits brought in the name of the State, 
all the anti-debris actions have been in the 
names of individuals or some county. 
Some months ago the Anti-Debris Associa­ 
tion induced Assemblyman Geo. Ohleyer 
to go to Washington and lay the facts of 
the situation before the War Department, 
which is charged with the care of navi­ 
gable streams, and was authorized and cii- 
rtcted by the River and Harbor Act, passed 
a number of years ago, to take legal action 
against the further filling of the river chan­ 
nels by hydraulic ruining debris. 
No proceedings had been instituted in 
the matter by United States District At­ 
torney Carey, and the result of Ohlever’s 
labors at Washington was the appointment 
of A. L. Rhodes, of San Francisco, as 
Assistant United States District Attorney, 
specially charged with the prosecution of 
anti-debris actions iu the name of the 
United States. Upon affidavits dulv made 
and presented, a complaint was filed last 
Monday in the Circuit Court in an action 
entitled. “ The United States, by A. H. 
Garland, Attorney-General, vs. the North 
Bloomfield Gravel Mining Company, in 
equity, setting forth injury to the naviga­ 
tion of the Sacramento and Feather rivers 
by hydraulic mining operators, defend­ 
ants.” 
Judge Sawyer issued an order to show 
cause, aud a temporary restraining order 
has been served upoii L. L. Robinson, 
President, and William A. Bradford, Super­ 
intendent of thecompany. The injunction 
is very stringent, restraining from sale, as 
well as use, the water for hydralic mining, 
by which debris could be discharged into 
the rivers named. The injunction also for­ 
bids the company from selling, leasing or 
iu any manner conveying, transferring or 
disposing of mines or mining ground for 
the purpose of being worked by the hy­ 
draulic process. This latter provision pre­ 
vents resort to the favorite method of hv- 
draulirkers lo evade responsibility for ille­ 
gal operations by me transfer ’of their 
properties. 
It is understood time this action is the 
forerunner ot others to be brought against 
offenders of the same class. There is an 
ample Government fund to defray all the 
expenses. This onslaught by the Govern­ 
ment is expected to deal thefinishingstrokc 
to hydraulic mining upon the tributaries 
ot the Sacramento river. It lifts a great 
burden of expense from the people of this 
section, arul it is believed must strike terror 
into the camps of the hydraulhkera.

OLIVE OIL 
Investigation bv Mr. l.elong and Profes­ 
sor Hilgard of A lleged Frauds. 
Secretary Lelong, of the State Board of 
Horticulture, and Professor Hi'gard, of the 
University, have been recently engaged in 
investigating certain alleged frauds in the 
manufacture of olive oil. and have attained 
results which amply sustain the charges 
made. Out of seven samples analyzed, 
only two were found to be pure—those 
from the Rancho Chico and from the 
Cooper farm, near Santa Barbara. 
The test is made with nitric acid, a small 
proportion being put into a pan and slowly 
heated. If the oil is pure, it solidifies into 
a golden or straw-colored mass. If adulter­ 
ated with lard and cotton-seed < il, it be­ 
comes a dark-red liquid and will not 
solidify. Of the samples referred to, one 
that is retailed at 05 cents a bottle is pure 
cotton seed oil; another is 00 per cent, of 
that article; another is only one-quarter 
pure oil, and a fourth is composed of pea­ 
nut and sesame oils. All of these oils are 
made in the State, and sold daily in the 
local market and are shipped East in large 
quantities. Two firms here keep brano’s of 
oil that are 00 per cent, or more pure cot­ 
ton-seed, retailing at 00 and 05 cents, and 
at the same time keep on their shelves 
other oil of known purity that brings $2 50 
a bottle of the same quantity. 
It is suggested to housekeepers that a 
good test for olive oil is to .place the bottle 
in the ice chest over night. It it is im­ 
pure, it will be of the consistency of butter 
in the morning; if .pure, there will be no 
change in its appearance. 
The names of all the bottlers of this im­ 
pure oil will be submitted to the Board by 
Secretary Lelong, atol n special committee 
will be asked for to take the steps necessary 
to break up the traffic it: the impure article.

THE GRFAT BRIDGE 
• In Contem plation by the Southern Pacific 
Company- Over Carqnlnez. 
¡ Upon the subject of the great bridge to be 
constructed by the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany across Carquinez straits, which has 
been described in these columns, the San 
Francisco Chronicle says: 
“ If the present plans of the Southern 
Pacific Company do not misearrv, that cor­ 
poration will have a $2,000.000 bridge across 
the Carquinez straits two years bence. En­ 
gineer Thomas of the Chicago Bridge Com­ 
pany is investigating the feasibility of the 
scheme and J. S. Souther is making sound­ 
ings to ascertain the depth of the channel 
at various points. He finds the average 
depth to be about fifty-five feet, although 
the maximum of 180 feet has been found 
in one place. The bridge will probably be 
over 100 feet above the surface of the water 
at high tide, so that there will be no inter­ 
ference with navigation. To accomplish this 
will necessitate a high grade on either side 
of the straits, probably above fifty feet to 
the mile. The length of the bridge will be 
between 3,500 and 4 000 feet, and there will 
be several solid piers to construct. Although 
this bridge may not be built in the time 
specified it will soon become a matter of 
necessity with the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany and must be constructed before long. 
Traffic was never so heavy on the transfer 
boat Solano as it is at present, and the in­ 
crease of business by the opening of the 
new line into the Sonoma valley does not 
tend to relieve the strain, as may well be 
supposed. By the construction' of the 
bridge the work of handling the business 
of the Sacramento division will be greatly 
reduced. Better time will be made, as the 
long waits for the transfer boat will be 
avoided and the transfer itself will be en­ 
tirely obviated. With this bridge and the 
new double track now in course of con­ 
struction between this city and Port Costa, 
the railroad company will have splendid 
facilities.”

BEHIND THE BARS. 


H ow 
• T o u g h y ” K e ily 
l'a ile d to M ak e 
H is E sc a p e . 
Thomas Kelly and a woman with whom 
he has been living, and who gave the name 
of Mary Smith, were arrested yesterday 
morning by officers Franks, McLaughlin 
and Able Kelly being charged witli bat­ 
tery, vagrancy and malicious mischief, and 
the woman with vagrancy. The pair have 
been living at No. 1271 L street, and yes­ 
terday morning Kelly gave the woman a 
terrible beating. Officer Able saw her at 
the window with her face and head covered 
with blood, and tried to gain an entrance 
to the house, but she would not adm it him . 
When the officers finally succeeded in get- 
ti ng into the house Kelly had disappeared. 
Soon afterwards officer Franks saw him 
going aboard the steamer for San Francisco, 
and arrested him, also taking in charge his 
trunk. 
W hen Kelly was searched at the 
station-house it was found ‘hat be had on 
his person $197 in gold, $16 in silver, two 
gold watches and chains, a large cluster 
diamond ring worth about $250, a plain 
gold ring, a hunch of keys, a box of opium, 
and a pair of pincers. 
The woman would make no statement 
against Kelly, though it was evident that 
he had beaten her iu tbe most sham elul 
m anner and cut to pieces with a knife a 
handsome saque belonging to her. 
A man 
named Kennedy was held as a witness. 
Chief l.ee believes that the articles found 
on Kelly are stolen property, and has com­ 
municated with Chief Crowley, of San 
Francisco, to ascertain if he knows any­ 
thing of the couple, as they are said to 
have come here Irom that city a few weeks 
ago. The trunk Kelly had with him con­ 
tained the woman's clothes, a pair of brace­ 
lets, an opium pipe and some male apparel, 
showing that Kelly was attempting to get 
away with all the money, jeweiry and the 
woman’s clothes, leaving her here in cus­ 
tody to get out as best she could. 


STEEN HELD TO ANSWER. 


H e W a n ts a V in d ica tio n from a H ig h e r 
C ourt. 
The case of John Steen, charged with re­ 
ceiving stolen property, was called in the 
Police Court at 3:40 r. m. yesterday. C. T. 
Jones, counsel for the defendent, asked for 
the dismissal of the complaint 
under 
Section 1111 of the Fenal Code. H e hardly 
expected the Court to grant the motion, be­ 
cause he knew the public feeling in this 
case. 
The section upon which he relied 
reads as follows : “A conviction cannot be 
had on tbe testimony of an accomplice, un­ 
less he is corroborated by other evidence 
which in itself, and without the aid of the 
testimony of the accomplice, tends to con­ 
nect the di fendant with the commission of 
the offense; and the corroboration is not 
sufficientit it merely shows the commission 
of the offense, or the circumstance thereof.” 
i f r . Jones claimed that outside of the testi­ 
mony of the three 
Lowell murderers, 
there was no evidence against the defend­ 
ant. He would be entirely satisfied, how­ 
ever, if the Court held the defendant to 
answer. 
Mr. Steen would be entirely satis­ 
fied to be held for examination in another 
Court, where he could prove an entire 
vindication of his character. 
A t present 
he was in the power of three men who 
were standing in the shadow of tbe gallows, 
and who would swear to anything. 
If the 
defendant was discharged now it would not 
be a vindication of his character, and he 
felt that be could vindicate him self in a 
higher Court. 
T he Court held Steen to answer before 
the Superior Court and fixed his bail at 
$5,000.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


O r d in a n c e N u m b e r S e v e n te e n K n o c k e d 
O a t o f C ou rt. 
In the Police Court yesterday G. Giaba- 
tista was tried for a misdemeanor in main­ 
taining a boot-black stand 011 Third Btreet, 
between J and K . 
The prosecution was 
conducted by City Attorney Church, as­ 
sisted by E. C. Hart, and Grove L. Johnson 
appeared for the defendant. 
A |ury of 
twelve citizens was sworn to try the issue 
and the case was contested at every point. 
There was no dispute as to the fact of the 
maintenance of the boot-black stand, but 
it was contended for the defense that no 
law was violated by its maintenance. The 
prosecution claimed that it was a violation 
of Section 3, City Ordinance No. 17. In 
establishing their case they sought to intro­ 
duce in evidence Ordinance 17, as pub­ 
lished in what is known as the Devlin 
Compilation. This was objected to by Mr. 
Johnson on the ground that tbe compila­ 
tion was not published by authority. The 
Court sustained the objection. The prose­ 
cution then called to the stand City Auditor 
McKee with the records of the Board of 
Trustees containing a copy of Ordinance 
17, and offered the record in evidence. To 
this Mr. Johnson objected on the ground 
that it was necessary to prove the publica­ 
tion of the ordinance in order to give it 
effect. The Court a :so sustained this objec­ 
tion, after an extended argum ent by coun­ 
sel, during which numerous authorities 
were quoted. The records of the Board of 
Trustees showed no order of the Board di­ 
recting the publication of the ordinance. 
Mr. Johnson asserted that he had occasion 
some time ago to thoroughly examine into 
the history of this ordinance and had found 
that Ordinance 17 had never been pub­ 
lished by order of the Board of Trustees. 
The City Attorn»y o.»ked the Court, if 
possible, to sustain the validity of the ordi­ 
nance, stating that if it was not sustained 
many other ordinances could be declared 
invalid on the same ground. 
The prosecution then asked to call Chris- 
tophei Green, who was Mayor of the city 
at the time Ordinance No. 17 was passed, 
in 1*72, to show that the order of publica­ 
tion was made, but that it had been left out 
of the record by mistake. 
Mr. Johnson said that it was a funda- 
raental principle of law that tbe records of 
a corporation was the only evidence of the 
acts of the corporation, it was not compe­ 
tent to introduce parole evidence to correct 
the records of a corporation. 
Mr. H art made a strong appeal to the 
Court to allow the evidence in order to sus- | 
tain the ordinance. 
He said that if it was ! 
not sustained the City Attorney had better | 
decline hereafter to 'attem pt to prosecute ' 
anv one un»ier these ordinances. 
Mr. Johnson insisted, in an eloquent 
speech, that each case should stand by it­ 
self and that it was the duty of the Court to 
administer the law as he found it atnl not 
with reference to any other case or the effect 
it would have on future prosecutions. 
He 
said that if the ordinances were defective 
the Board of Trustees could cure all defects 
in two weeks’ time. 
The Court sustained the objection, and 
Mr. Johnson asked that the jury be in­ 
structed to acquit the defendant, to which 
the prosecution made no objection. 
In instructing the jury to acquit the de­ 
fendant, Judge Buckley stated that this 
was the first time this question had been 
raised and it appeared to him that the re­ 
sult was very serious and of considerable 
moment. Some of the im portant questions 
had been passed upon rather hurriedly and 
without much argument, because the Court 
did not desire to detain the jury any 
longer than necessary, it was possible 
that lie had erieil in some of his rulings, 
but it so it could do no harm , as he could 
hold differently in another case should he 
discover that his position in this one was 
not correct. He intended to examine the 
subject thoroughly and be prepared to 
pass upon it with more satisfaction to him ­ 
self in case the same question was ra;sed 
again. If the Court ha»l been mistaken 
this prosecution could be brought again, as 
the bootblack slaDd was still maintained. 
As he looked at it at present, the ordinances 
were in a very bad shape.

LAST NIGHT’S INQUEST. 


j T h e D a n g e r A tte n d in g 
B a th in g id th e 
A m e r ic a n R iv e r .

Last evening Coroner J. F. Clark held an 
inquest over the rem ains of Edward Ru­ 
dolph, the unfortunate young man who 
was drownetl while bathing in the Ameri­ 
can river last Sunday near the old beet- 
sugar factory, a few miles east of the city. 
One of his companions, W illiam Naege- 
lin said : “ I am employed at the railroad 
shops. 
Last Sunday, June 24th, I went 
ont to the beet-sugar factory to take a 
horse out of pasture. 
W illiam K alkbrener, 
Henry Salzmann and Edward C. Rudolph 
accompanied me. 
We caught the horse, 
hitched him up and then all went over to 
the river to take a swim. Salzmann swam 
out and came back and then I did the 
same. As 1 wa3 returning Rudolph swam 
ont. As soon as I reached the san»l-bar on 
my return I stood up and looked around, 
and at that moment Rudolph called for 
help. Salzmann and myself started out to 
help him . 
H e went under once before we 
reached him. 
As he came up we grabbed 
him, one a hold of each arm. The current 
was so strong that we could not hold him 
above the water, and it carried us all three 
under, and we were forced to let loose of 
him to save ourselves. As he came up he 
grabbed a hold of me and I had to jerk 
loose from him. H e then went down, and 
that was the last we saw of him . 
We then 
return; d to the shore. 
We did everything 
possible to save him without endangering 
our own lives. 
We did not know whether 
he had ciamps or not. 
He went down 
about thirty feet from the bank, where the 
current was very swift.” 
H enry Salzmann lully corrobcrated the 
testimony of Mr. Naegelin. 
Edward Rudolph, father of the deceased, 
said the latter was born in St. Ltmis, Mis­ 
souri, and was 23 years, 11 m onths and 29 
days old. 
Stephen Weeks said he had been hunting 
for the body of decease»! for the last three 
days and found it at noon yesterday one 
mile above the railroad bridge. 
His legs 
and arm s were drawn up, which would in­ 
dicate that he was taken with severe 
cramps 
The jury brought in a verdict of acci­ 
dental drowning, iu accordance with the 
above testimony.

SAX JOAQUIN RAILROADS. 


T h e S o u th e r n P a c ific to H a v e T h r e e M a in 
L in e s in t h e V a lle y . 
Som e m onths ago when the Southern 
Pacific Company outlined 
a system of 
branch lines in the San Joaquin valley, it 
determined to make an extension from 
Oakdale in a southerly direction, skirting 
the foothills in the eastern part of the val­ 
ley as close as possible. 
A modification of the plan has since been 
made by the Directors. 
Beginning at Oak­ 
dale the new branch is to be built directly 
south to Merced, which is on the main 
line. 
More correctly speaking, the route 
will pass through Hopetowu and close to 
Lake Yosemite, formerly known as the 
Merced reservoir. 
From Merced the line 
will run due east, through the Bear creek 
country, to the foothills, and then go south, 
according to the original plan. 
The reason for this change is that the 
foothills jnst east of Merced extend far into 
the valley, thus m aking the territory of 
that particular district too narrow, from a 
traffic standpoint, for 
two independent 
lines. 
Throughout the rest of the valley, 
as far south as Paso, on the main line, the 
company thinks 
the 
country 
is wide 
enough to furnish profitable business for 
two lines. 
By this new arrangement Mer­ 
ced will have two lines of communication 
into Stockton. 
The one now in existence 
is by the way of Lathrop. 
The other will 
be by way oi Peters and Oakdale. 
In building new lines in the San Joaquin 
country the eompanj’ will eventually at­ 
tain the end of having three routes; one 
for the western part of the valley, another 
in the eastern portion of it, while the 
middle section already has the main route. 
The western route starts south from 
Tracy, and by the first of next m onth will 
he in operation as far as Newman, which 
is to the west of the San Joaquin river. 
From that point on the probable route will 
he to Firebaugh’s. where it will shoot south 
like a two pronged fork around Tulare 
lake. 
One of the prongs, so to speak, will 
run from Firebauch's, east of the lake to 
Sumner, or som e point below it on the 
main line. 
It will intersect the road run­ 
ning from Goshen, west to Huron at Han­ 
ford. 
The othet prong will intersect the 
same road at Huron, run west of tbs lake 
and join the other prong just before the 
main line is reached. The route in the 
eastern section of the valley will probably 
be run as tar as Paso, where connection 
will be made with the m ain line.—E x­ 
aminer.

After som e hesitation the boy ac­ 
knowledged that last week he had robbed 
a till in a Market-strcet butcher shop while 
the proprietor was engaged in conversation, 
lie also admitted, to the amazement of the 
Chief, that early yesterday morning he 
went to the ferry landing and extracted 
about $25 from the satchel of a lady, whose 
attention was directed to a sick child. 
The lad is only six years old, sm all of his 
age, and the officer took him hom e and re­ 
lated the circumstances to his mother, who 
exhibited no surprise. 
She stated that a
